The Cemetery is thus ® pleasant drive or ride 
of about two miles beyond our city limita, slong 
thoroughfare which at no distant day wii! be 
lined by the suburban residences of our citi- 
zona, there not beieag @ foot of waste land, un- 
desirable for such improvement throughout the 
whole distance from the river to Graceland, 
We followed the Green Bay road route yes- 
terday, by private conveyance, the better to 
observe the advantages above referred to. Ar- 
rived at the Cemetery we found a large gather- 
ing of our citizens and residents of that vieinity. 
The grourds ere enclosed and the broad 
graveled roads and winding paths among the 
trees are all finished, The entrance to the Cem- 
etery is through a massive and characteristic 
stone structure, gateway, with larze wai ing- 
rooms on eitherhand. Quite a number of lots 
haveaiready been purchased aud improved by 
well koown citizens, and the sale of lots will 
take a freeh impulee from this point. 
By « regulation of the Company, the only en- 
_elosure allowed to lots will be some variety of 
the hedge, and nothing in wood or iron wili be 
allowed. This will secure peculiarly charm- 
ing effect to the improvements of the grounds. 
Ia reference to the fitness of the locality for 
interment purposes, the following from Messrs. 
8.8. Greeley aod Edmund Bixby, surveyors of 
mach repute, is of value and the best testimony 
that could be asked upon the point: 

“ We have taken levels over the surface of [| 
Graceland Cemetery, and find 
height to be 17 feet, and the mazimom 
to be 26 feet above the preseut stage of water 
in Lake Michigan; most. of the ground 
over 2) feet above, which ia four 
usval depth of graves.”

He argued from the dignity and destiny o 
the. human body that its mouldering remains 
should be carefully tended, and vindicated the 
sentiment of Sir Thomas Brown that mac “was 
splendid in his ashes, and mejestic in his 
grave.” And he then proceeded to speak of 
the woes and teachings of the grave as a gospel 
itself to living man. The Turks, he ssid, bary 
their dead by the wayside, so that travelers as 
| they pass may pray for their souls. But we, 
who koow that for all who sleep the sleep of 
death no mortal prayer esc avail, choose rather 
to lay our dead ones down in thejboly quiet of a 
sacred grave like this, where we may come, and 
if not like Old Mortality*re chisel the fading 
epitaphs, at least re-feast our own spirits jaded 
with the heavy travel of life, by recalliag the 
virtues and keeping ever green the biessed 
memories of the “ loved and the lost.”
